The opinion of die “Committee 
of Religious Instruction” 
which 
appeared in the Escanaba 
Daily 
Press, March 9, upon release 
of 
the recent decision 
of the U. S. 
Supreme 
Court, 
abolishing 
the 
teaching of religion in the public 
schools seems to me 
to 
require 
some additional discussion. 
The opinion 
of 
the 
Supreme 
Court, was unique in that it was 
almost unanimous, eight 
justices 
concurring and only 
one justice 
dissenting. This would seem to in­ 
dicate an 
overwhelming 
senti­ 
ment within the Supreme Court, 
for a complete separation 
of the 
state and the church, which is in 
harmony with long 
established 
national policy. 
The 
Committee 
on 
Religious 
Instruction, seemingly proposes to 
circumvent the decision of the U. 
S. Supreme Court vitli a techni­ 
cality. The Board of Public Edu­ 
cation, has determined 
that the 
time the children spend in Relig­ 
ious Instruction in 
the 
various 
churches is not school time. How ­ 
ever, tor the past sixteen years I 
have had a child in school, and 
the school day has begun during 
these years at approximately nine 
o’clock and ended at noon; then 
commenced again at one fifteen 
o’clock or there-about and con­ 
tinued until three-thirty or four 
o’clock. The public school day at 
present seems to follow this same 
pattern. For instance the Junior 
high school students who attend 
religious instruction classes,

BEEF CATTLE 
ABE PERILED 


Fight Against H oof And 
Mouth Disease Is 
Losing Ground 


BY R O B ER T C. RUARK 
Kingsville, Tex., March IO—One 
of the biggest stories of the 
past 
two years—a story as basic as 
a 
slab 
of 
sirloin—is 
blossoming 
again. After having been 
consist­ 
ently depreciated and downheld by 
tile department of agriculture. It’s 
my guess Honest Hal Stassen may 
make as much of it as he did with 
some of the commodity 
specula­ 
tions within the White House elite 
guard. 
This is the story 
of 
foot-and- 
mouth, and I do net mean the pol­ 
itician’s penchant for putting 
the 
one 
into 
the 
other. 
Foot-and- 
mouth is a malady affecting cattle. 
It causes lesions on 
foot, tongue, 
and udder. It is violently contagi­ 
ous, and is the No. I 
bugaboo of 
cattlemen in 
the 
United 
States, 
where meat is fattened, or finish­ 
ed off, on grain. Foot-and-mouth, 
or aftosis, starves cattle, lays them 
onen to a score of other 
diseases, 
effectively kills off the calf crops; 
raises hob with 
milk 
production 
and makes 
a 
broad 
quarantine, 
plus slaughter, manatory. 
Disease R am p an t in Mexico 
Foot-and-mouth is running wild 
in Mexico, and the United States’ 
efforts to clean it up have failed, 
to date. 
The situation contains the 
fol­ 
lowing ingredients: 
A 
threat 
to 
our meat supply, by partial or to­ 
tal ruination of our cattie and hog 
industry west of the 
Mississippi. 
if the disease ever gets a foothold 
here. 
The abortive program which we 
first started has already cost 
us 
$36 million, and is going forward 
at the rate of a million a month. 
There is a charge of deadly delay 
oil Hie part of the U. S. department 
of Agriculture in getting the pro­ 
gram going; 
another 
charge 
of 
maladministration of the slaughter 
program, and of buck-passing be­ 
tween agriculture and 
state 
de­ 
partment. 
Our good neighbor 
relationship 


with 
Mexico already 
has 
been 
jopardized, due to 
several 
mur­ 
ders by the outraged 
peons 
and 
the threat of revolution if our ne­ 
cessary slaughter continued. There 
is the further threat of complete 
closure of the Mexican border 
if 
the disease 
approaches 
the 
Rio 
Grande. If it 
crosses 
to 
Texas, 
there is the possibility of a billion- 
dollar catastrophe which 
would 
make a piece of meat on your plat­ 
ter as scarce as good news in the 
headlines. 
These are some of the charges 
made by people like Robert Kle­ 
berg, head of the 
fabulous 
King 
ranch here, and by Claud McCan, 
.skipper of the huge 
Welder-Mc­ 
Can outfit. I’ve since talked brief­ 
ly to Clint Anderson, the secretary 
of agriculture, and at some length 
to Albert Mitchell, a New Mexico 
rancher who is chairman of 
the 
National Advisory 
committee on 
foot-and-mouth disease. Mr. Mit­ 
chell admits the truth of most 
of 
Kleberg’s charges—charges which 
lie relayed straight to Stassen * a 
few days ago. Mr. Anderson does 
not. He made a lengthy speech to 
eattlmen in Albuquerque Monday, 
the intent of which was to get him 
off the hook. It didn’t. 
Cam e F rom B razil 
Foot-and-mouth has been 
epi­ 
demic in Mexico since late 
1046, 
at which time Mexico 
permitted 
the importation of 
327 
Brazilian 
bulls, which were either 
discased 
or carriers of the virus. It was not 
until April of 1947 that we started 
curative 
machinery 
going. 
Al­ 
though Congress wrote 
a 
blank 
check for the stamping out of the 
disease, it was August, 1947, 
be­ 
fore the program finally took hold. 
By that time about 7 million cattle 
had bee!! exposed to it. 
To date. the only effective meth­ 
od of eradication has been slaugh­ 
ter on the scene. You burn or bury 
the infected critters and maintain 
a 
quarantine 
which 
paralyzes 
most human and animal effort in 
the area. We instigated a slaugh­ 
ter control, slaying nearly a 
mil­ 
lion cattle, hogs, pigs, 
oxen 
and 
shcc*p. at prices ranging from $50 
to $200 a head. The 
project 
has 
been abandoned, due to 
complete 
failure. Mr. 
Mitchell 
says 
that 
continued slaughter 
would 
have 
certainly bred a revolution, since 
the simple Indians couldn’t under­ 
stand the necessity for killing their 
pet ox. They were abetted in ob­ 
struction by the Communists, who 
made great hay out of the issue.

Tractor Gray Marketeer 
Puts Blame On Customer

West Memphis, Ark., (NEA)— 
“You are interested in the gray 
market in farm machinery?” 
The man asking 
the 
question 
was Jim Wood, manager of the 
People’s Implement Co. here, one 
ol the largest, gray market op­ 
erations in farm 
tractors 
and 
equipment in the nation. He had 
been watching me take pictures 
of the farm machinery lined up 
in nis sales lot. 
“Come on inside,” Wood said. 
“and I’ll tell you the whole story 
of what we think has caused i* 
and why it is going oti now.” 
Wood 
grabbed 
his 
ledgers, 
flicked the keys of an adding ma­ 
chine for a few 
minutes, 
then 
said: 
“Now according to exact c o u n t , 
we have sold 629 tractors since 
Sept. 
I, 
1947. We have handled 
about $1,800,000 worth 
of 
ma­ 
chinery, which isn’t as good a* 
last year.” 
Wood said the company makes 
about $100 per tractor. 
“Actually, we will have grossed 
only about $60,000 on these ‘trad** 
machines’ this year. That’s what 
w e call everything but the new 
machines we get from the factory 
for which we ate 
a 
franchised 
dealer. 
“All of our 
machines 
direct 
from the factory we sell at the 
regular list price, which is con­ 
siderably below tile cost of trade 
machines. Our regular customers 
get these machines. 
“Actually w e make much more 
money on new 
equipment; 
the 


ffictory allows us a 25 per cent 
mark-up on their prices.” 
But, Wood says, 
his 
company 
was “forced” to buy 
and 
sell 
farm equipment above list prices. 
“It began several 
years 
ago 
during the war when farm equip­ 
ment was very scarce. 
One 
of 
our customers had heard of some­ 
body going out West and getting 
a tractor. He really got on us to 
get him one. We did 
and 
then 
we got tractors for 
others. 
We 
developed contacts in the West.’’ 
Admitting his prices were high 
Wooer says the “man who usually 
makes the money is the farmer 
who gets Qie tractor from a dealer 
at list [trice and then sells it ta 
us for $500 more than he paid for 
it. 
“When we first started buying 
tractors we couldn’t 
get 
them 
I rom the dealers. 
So 
we 
ar­ 
ranged with a farmer to buy the 
tractor and then w e would buy 
tile tractor from the farmer.” 
Later, Wood says, “many of Hi* 
dealers decided 
they 
m i g h t 
as 
well take the profit 
themselves. 
They remove the serial numbers 
from their machines so that tho 
factory inspectors c a n ’t trace the 
machines 
being 
sold 
at 
high 
prices. 
“But understand, as a dealer in 
out regular line w e do 
not 
sell 
our own machines from the fac­ 
tory that way. 
Neither 
do 
we 
buy back our machines from our 
customers. We have been checked 
by tho factory several times and 
our books have been O.K.’d.”

Do you think m orning set-ups 
are too strenuous for anyone over 
35? I ask that because m any older 
women I’ve talked to use their 
age as an excuse for avoiding ex­ 
ercise 
Certainly no woman, young or 
old, should exercise to the point 
of fatigue. It’s also true that some 
exei elses may be too rigorous for 
an older woman who is unused to 
much physical exeition. But set­ 
ups, modified to suit 
individual 
needs, help to prod a lazy circu­ 
lation and to keep muscles limber 
and flesh firm. 
To get. these from

routine, exercise only until

A homemade cake is always wel­ 
come at a party, but
